He said he could associ­ 
ate none of them with the NAACP. 
But he refused to p roduce the 
list of the Miami NAACP’s mem 
bership of about 
1,000 p ersons 
arg uing he didn’t hav e to because 
of 
the 
First 
and 
Fourteenth 
amendments p rotecting rig hts of 
free sp eech and free association 
He was charg ed with contemp t, 
tried in a state court, conv icted 
and sentenced to six months in 
jail. His ap p eal finally reached 
the Sup reme Court. 
Justice Arthur Goldberg read 
the m ajority op inion p utting aside 
the conv iction. 
He said the court wasn’t deny 
ing the "leg islativ e rig ht” to in 
v estig ate or leg islate with "re 
sp ect to subv ersiv e activ ities by 
Communists or any one else.” 
He said the decision deals only 
with the m anner in which such 
p ower is ex ercised. 


"We 
hold 
sim p ly ,” 
he 
said, 
"that 
g roup s 
which 
themselv es 
are neither eng ag ed in subv ersiv e 
or other illeg al or imp rop er activ i. 
ties, nor dem onstrated to hav e 
any substantial connection with 
such are to be p rotected in their 
rig hts of free and p riv ate associ­ 
ation.” 


He p ointed out there was no 
sug g estion that the NAACP or its 
Miami 
branch 
were 
subv ersiv e 
org anizations and that the record 
of the case indicates the NAACP 
is ag ainst communism. 


In other words, the court held 
that the Florida committee didn’t 
hav e a real ex cuse in this case 
to say it was looking for Commu­ 
nists in the NAACP and without 
such an ex cuse it had no rig ht 
to p ry in p riv acy . 


In this case, Goldberg ex p lained, 
the real object of the inv estig a-; 
tion was not to find Communists 
but to dig into the NAACP to find 
out who its m em bers were since 
the 
inv estig ators 
already 
knew 
about the Communists they had 
in mind. 


There hav e been p rev ious deci­ 
sions along this line. Monday ’s 
ruling was just one more step in 
the increasing effort the court is 
making to p rotect indiv idual free­ 
doms. 
Goldberg 
said 
his 
op inion 
doesn t interfere with the rig ht of 
a state leg islature to inform itself 
throug h inv estig ations to p rotect 
its v ital interests. In this case, by 
the 
court’s 
finding s, 
Florida’s 
v ital interests were not at stake. 
Leg islativ e 
inv estig ators 
may 
be a little more careful about 
where they barg e in on the p ri­ 
v acy of indiv iduals or org aniza­ 
tions. 
But there undoubtedly will be 
more cases of step p ing ov er the 
line and the court in turn will 
hav e to decide them on their 
m erits since each may be a little 
different.

Six Points Govern Furniture Purchases 
Use Care In Buying Chairs 


A 
recent 
survey 
shows that 
women know comparatively little 
about the hallmarks of long-last­ 
ing furniture. 
In almost every home m Am­ 
erica there is at least one ex­ 
pensive mistake—an uplvdstered 
item that would never have been 
purchased if real furniture facts 
were known. 
Take 
upholstered 
chairs, 
for 
example. 
There 
are 
six facts 
about an upholstered chair that 
should be checked before its pur­ 
chase The six points that should 
be chocked concern the frame, 
fabric, comfort, construction, fil­ 
ling materials and cushioning 
A high quality chair frame is 
vital. The wood used in the con­ 
struction should be hard wood 
such as ash, hard maple, oak or 
birch. Such woods as pecan, hick­ 
ory and gum wood take a wonder­ 
ful fin sh. but have a tendency to 
split 
Where 
parts are joined, 
the 
joining should be done with what 
furniture manufacturers call mor­ 
tise and tenon joints. That is. one 
part fits into the other. These 
joins should be reinforced with 
securely 
attached 
oornerblocks 
Good furniture is never held to­ 
gether with nails. Be sure screws 
•n d bolts are used in addition to 
glue 
Although the fabric covering of 
a chair is easier to see, some | 
fibers have hidden assets just 
as some have hidden defects. 
Neither is easy to evaluate just 
by lookng.

sometimes used in a chair seat, 
and the closer to that number, 
the better the cha;r.

i label, not everyone knows what 
1 these labels mean. A white label 
means the filling material is new.

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Where There's Heat, 
There's Also Dirt 


Modern central heating makes 
it 
appropriate 
to 
paraphrase 
“ where 
there’s 
smoke, 
there’s 
fire,” to "where there’s heat, 
there's dirt.' 
It is important to good house­ 
keeping. as well as to the life 
of curtains, to wash them often 
during the heating season. Deep­ 
ly em!>edded soot and dust weaken 
fibers, and further fabric dam ­ 
age results from the strenuous 
measurers necessary to remove 
deep soil. So laundering often 
but lightly—in soap or detergent 
suds is an inexpensive way to 
save expensive furnishings. 
The weekly slat-by-slat dusting 
of Venetian blinds needs to be 
supplemented by' over all wash­ 
ing at housecleamng time.

A good basic rule is to allow 
from 4 to 7 feet between refrig­ 
erator and sink, 4 to 6 feet be­ 
tween sink and range, and 4 to 9 
between range and refrigerator.
